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Hijackers 
fly out of 
Algeria 

ALGIERS, April 20, (UPi): The 
hijackers of the Kuwait Airways 
jumbo jet flew out of Algeria 
today on a special plane, Kuwaiti 
sources said. 

Sources close to the Kuwaiti 
delegation at Algiers said the air 
pirates "already have been flown 
out to an undisclosed destina- 
tion” aboard a special plane, in 
line with a guarantee of safe pas- 
sage provided by Algerian auth- 
orities. 

The hijackers slipped out of 
the Kuwaiti Airways jetliner at 
5.40 am. 

The sources did not say where 
the gunmen were taken. But 
diplomatic sources said the most 
likely destination was mainly 
West Beirut, headquarters of the 
Hezbollah ShiiLe militia to which 
the hijackers are suspected to 
belong. 

After vowing in a pre-dawn 
statement to continue their failed 
mission another day, the Arabic- 
speaking hijackers apparently 
slipped from the plane 20 min- 
utes before the captives. 

A source close to a Kuwaiti 
negotiating delegation at Lhe air- 
port said the hijackers were taken 
away by Algerian officials. 

Refused 

But Algerian interior Minister 
El Hadi Khediri, who led 
negotiations from the time the 
hijacked jumbo jet arrived in 
Algiers a week ago, refused to 
disclose details of any agreement 
between the hijackers and 
Kuwaiti officials, saying “that is 
a question which concerns (only) 
Algeria.” 

He also refused to say what 
would become of the gunmen.

Iran fires 
Scud missile 
at Kuwait

ALGIERS, April 20: The 
hijack drama which had grip- 
ped the world For more than 
1 5 days almost to the minute 
came to an end early this mor- 
ning, with 31 hostages and 
eight hijackers leaving the 
plane, going in different 
directions. The hijackers 
abandoned their bid to free 17 
jailed terrorists in Kuwait. 

The Kuwait News Agency 
(Kuna) said no deals were struck 
with the hijackers except for safe 
conduct either to Iran or 
Lebanon. 

The hostages' First pace of 
freedom came at 6.00 am (0500 
GMT). 20 minutes after the 
hijackers were themselves escor- 
ted from the plane. 

The hostages, some unsteady 
on their seats, some shaken with 
emotion were unshaven, bedrag- 
gled in blood-shot eyes and pale 
faces spoke volumes of their 
ordeal. 

They waved and smiled at 
waiting journalists more in relief 
than joy. 

Happy 

At the press conference later, 
the hostages said they were 
relieved and happy to be free. 

Their hands had been tied 
throughout their ordeal. Many 
said thiey_believed they were 
going to die. 

They were not aware that two 
of their fellow passengers had 
been killed when the plane was in 
Lamaca. 

One described one of the 
hijackers as having expression- 
less eyes, the eyes of a shark. 

Another described how a pis- 
tol was placed over his head, then 
two shots fired into the air. a joke 
for the hijackers but fright for the 
hostages. 

The hostages are now at the 
hospital undergoing examina- 
tion. 

Algerian Interior Minister 
speaking at 5.15 am (0415 
GMT), said that the action 
Algeria took in cooperation with 
Kuwaiti authorities was free 
from interference by a third 
party. A solution was found that 
was accepted in its entirety, he 
said. 

Algeria, led by the concern to 
save lives, in accordance wilh lhe 
United Nations international 
Aviation rules which allow a 
country to receive a hijacked 
plane only on the explicit request 
of the country owning the air- 
craft, he said. 

Situation 

In the latest statement just 
after 5.00 am (0400 GMT), the 
hijackers said that the third day 
of Ramadan will be the last day 
of hijack, in view of the fact Lhal 
Algeria, the state and the people 
are fully aware of the siluauon 
surrounding “their brothers” 
and that it has embraced the 
cause of the oppressed. 

The hostages knew that some- 
thing was happening when they

were walking, saw new faces and 
heard people speaking in the 
Algerian Arabic dialect. 

They also saw the hijackers 
wiping out their fingerprints 
within the aircrafL 

The first to leave the plane 
were the three members of ihe 
Kuwaiti royal family. 

The two sisters walked down 
the stairs followed by their 
brother Fadhel A1 Sabah who 
looked feeble in health and assis- 
ted by security men. At 5.40 am 
(0440 GMT), the hijackers were 
seen leaving the plane. While the 
hostages disembarked at 6.00 am 
(0500 GMT), and got onto ihe 
bus. 

The three members of the 
royal family were whisked away 
in limousines. So were the hijack- 
ers to an unknown destination. 

The rest of the hostages entered 
the VIP lounge beforeleaving for 
the military hospital. 

Expression 

The released hostages said 
they used facial expression to 
communicate as they were not 
allowed to talk. 

A1 Rajak Majdoor, the Egyp- 
tian purser of the plane said: “In 
the beginning I was thinking of 
death.” 

AJi, a 26-year-old fire brigade 
officer said he never knew 
anyone was killed. He said three 
Al Sabah family members were 
together and received worse 
treatment than anyone else. 

A Kuwait Airways plane is 
* expected here this afternoon to 
take the released hostages and 
Lhe Kuwaiti delegation home 
tomorrow morning.

Nation rejoices 


Drug barons 
behind 
air piracy 

PARIS, April 20, (Kuna): The 
hijacking of a Kuwaiti airliner, 
which came to an end this morn- 
ing, was made possible by a 
recent pact between the pro- 
Iranian Hezbollah party in 
Lebanon, drug barons in Ban- 
gkok and corrupt elements in Lhe 
Thai police. Western terrorism 
experts revealed in a specialised 
publication. 

The Middle East defence news 
biweekly, Mednews. quoted 
these experts as saying that Hez- 
bollah was working hand in hand 
with Thai and Chinese drug 
barons since last year “through 
the Hezbollah international drug 
sales network." 

Mednews pointed out that 
Thai police had found no stolen 
badges for aiiport staff thus 
increasing suspicion that clean- 
ing workers smuggled hand guns 
into the plane during its 1 5 hour 
stop-over al Bangkok aiirort. 

The publication, which has 
close links to Western 
intelligence sources, said that the 
international drug trade may 
soon supplant Iran as ' Hez- 
bollah's primary source of 
income. 

The head of the drug trading 
band is Imad MughniyaJa, who is 
also believed to be responsible 
for hijacking another Kuwaiti 
airplane to Tehran in 1984. 


Amir congratulated 


HH the Amir yesterday received 
phone calls from the Amir of 
Bahrain Sheikh Issa Bin Salman 
Al Khalifa, Amir of Qatar, 
Sheikh Khalifa Bin Hamad Al 
Thani and the President of the 
UAE. Sheikh Zayed Bin Sultan 
Al Nahayan congratulating the 
Amir on the end of the hijacking 
of the Kuwaiti airliner and the 
release of the hostages. 

•The Amir expressed thanks 
and appreciation for their feel- 
ings. 

HH the Crown Pnnce and 
Prime Minister Sheikh Saad Al 
Abdullah sent a cable of con- 
gratulations lo the Amir on the 
peaceful end to the hijacking. 

The Crown Prince con- 
gratulated the Amir for the “vic- 
tory of the country's will." 

Sheikh Saad received con- 

g -atulatory calls from Saudi 
rown Prince, the Crown Prince 
and Defence Minister of Qatar, 


the Crown Prince of Abu Dhabi, 
and the Premier of Sudan. 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher welcomed the 
release of the hostages. 

Safe 

A statement issued by 10 Dow- 
ning Street said that the Prime 
Minister was “relieved" that the 
hostages were safe after their 
ordeal. 

Thatcher’s .office added: 
“Those responsible oughL with- 
out question lo be brought to jus- 
tice. If terrorists are allowed to 
escape unpunished it will only 
lead to more hijacking and more • 
hostage-taking". 

The end of the ordeal was wel- 
comed with satisfaction by the 
French government. 

British hostages released early 
in the hijacking said yesterday 
safe release of all remaining pas- 
sengers in Algeria meant they 
could finally begin celebrating.

THE whole country yesterday 
celebrated the release of the 
remaining passengers from the 
hijacked Kuwait Airways jumbo 
jet in Algiers. 

Drivers blew their horns, 
waved the Kuwait flag and 
played patriotic songs to demon- 
' strate their happiness and relief. 

Kuwait Radio and TV intervi- 
ewed people in the streets and 
recorded their reactions which 
were broadcast live on radio and 
television. 

Women ululated in triumph 
and people in offices exchanged 
congratulations. 

Release 

A citizen, Klialid Al Fans. 36. 
told the Arab Times that he felt 
great happiness and joy at the 
release of the hostages. He said 
that the hijacking united the peo- 
ple faring ihe ordeal and they 
shared the happiness of their 
release. 

Another citizen, Ali Al Kha- 


shti. expressed his happiness by 
Sending congratulations to the 
families of the released. When he 
heard the news he rushed to the 
phone and called his friends. He 
was ready to sacrifice himself to 
keep Kuwait’s dignity, he said. 

Expatriates shared the same 
feelings and praised the govern- 
ment's tough stand with the 
hijackers. 

Demands 

Sultan Al Khazraa said he was 
listening to the radio and his eyes 
filled with tears of happiness. He 
conveyed his congratulations to 
the people of Kuwait and the 
families of the released hostages. 
He called for execution of the 17 
prisoners. 

Osama Raheem congra- 
tulated the released people for 
the end of their ordeal and sup- 
ported Kuwait's determination 
not to bow to the demands of the 
hijackers. 

Mohammed Salim said that 
yesterday was the start of a new

ALGIERS, April 20. (Reuter): 
The 24 passengers and seven 
crew released today from Kuwait 
Airways Flight KU 422 spent 
longer as captives on a hijacked 
plane than anyone in history. 

They sat for more than 1 5 days 
— 362 hours and 30 minutes — 
on the Boeing 747, prisoners of 
eight Arabic-speaking gunmen 
who seized it on 0230 GMT on 
April 5, over the Arabian Sea, 

The hijack ended at 0500 
GMT on Wednesday, April 20, 
when two women hostages 
walked slowly down the steps, 
followed by the other passengers 
and the crew. 

The hijackers released a total 
of 70 hostages during long halts 
in Mashhad. Iran, and Larnaca, 
Cyprus, where they shot dead 
two hostages before being given 
fuel to fly to Algeria. The blue 
and while Jumbo jet arrived at 
Algiers airport on April 13.

Another hostage, a Kuwaiti 
diabetic, was freed the next day 
leaving 24 of the original 92 pas- 
sengers, including three mem- 
bers of the Kuwaiti Sabah 
family, on board. 

Longer 

They spent two days longer on 
a commandeered airliner than 
more than 100 hostages held by 
three gunmen on a hijacked Pak- 
istani plane from March 2 to 
March 14, 1981. 

The Pakistan government met 
the demands of the three hijack- 
ers and freed 54 political prison- 
ers. They were swapped in 
Damascus for the hostages. 

Strife-ridden Lebanon's con- 
flicts spawned the “longest 
hijack” record — 16 days — in 
1985. 

Two Lebanese Shi’ite gunmen 
seized a TWA airliner on June 14. 


It was forced to land in Beirut. 
The crew and 39 American hos- 
tages were taken off the plane 
and held in the city. 

The hijack, in which one 
American was shot dead, ended 
on June 30 after Syrian media- 
tion. 

The bloodiest hijack on record 
was in 1974, when a lone gunman 
ordered an Air Vietnam plane 
leaving Danang to fly to Hanoi. 
He set off two hand-grenades 
and all 70 people on board were 
killed in the explosion and crash. 

The largest number of hijack- 
ers known to have seized a plane 
was 168 — all Cuban refugees. 
They took over a US BranifF 
airliner in Lima, Peru, in 1980 
and demanded to be flown to 
Miami. But they surrendered 
without taking ofT after US auth- 
orities agreed to speed up proces- 
sing of their immigration 
applications. 


Saudis reject Iran’s 
demand on haj quota 


RIYADH, April 20, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia rejected Iran's 
demand to send 1 50,000 pilgrims 
on the annual Muslim haj pil- 
grimage and reiterated its ban on 
demonstrations, the official 
Saudi Press Agency (SPA) said 
today. 

The agency quoted an official 
source as saying Saudi Arabia's 
Pilgrimage Affairs and Endow- 
ments Minister Sheikh Abdul 
Wahab Abdul Wasie told Iran: 
“The kingdom will welcome 
45,000 Iranian pilgrims this year 
similar to other Islamic countries 
with no exception.” 

Saudi Information Minister 
General Ali Hassan AJ Shaer 


said earlier numbers would be 
limited to 1.000 pilgrims per 
million from each Muslim coun- 
try. 

Impossible 

He said the restoration of holy 
sites in the cities of Makkah and 
Madina made it impossible to 
take more. 

SPA said an Iranian delega- 
tion led by haj, endowments and 
charities head Mebdi Emam 
Jamarani had asked Saudi 
Arabia to accept 150,000 pil- 
grims — the same number as last 
year — and said they would stage 
demonstrations in the holy cities 
of Makkah and Madina.

Crippled 

The US Navy sank an Iranian 
gunboat, crippled two frigates 
and set two offshore oil plat- 
forms on fire on Monday In the 
heaviest clash with the Iranians 
since the US Navy buildup last 
July to curb Iranian shipping 
attacks. 

It said all volunteers should 
report to their bases throughout 
the country “and get ready for 
departure" to the battle front.

Lawyers call off strike 


NEW DELHI, April 20, (AP): 
New Delhi's bar association yes- 
terday called off a 93-day strike 
launched in protest against a 
club-swinging police charge on 
lawyers protesting the handcuff- . 
ing of a colleague, the United 
News of India reported. 

The news agency said the 
strike by district court lawyers, 
which had paralysed work in the 
capital's district courts since Jan- 
uary, ended after the publication 
of a report by two judges inves- 
tigating the arrest and later 
police action to break up the 
lawyers' protest. 

The report, released Monday, 
caUed for transfering deputy 
police commissioner Koran Bedi, 
in whose district the incidents 
occured. But it did not meet the 


lawyers' demands for suspension 
of Mrs Bedi, who is India's high- 
est-ranking female police 
official. 

Mrs Bedi was transferred last 
week to the narcotics control 
bureau. 

The lawyers’ original com- 
plaint was over the handcuffing 
of a colleague arrested for 
allegedly stealing from a 
woman’s purse in a local college. 
The charge was later dropped. 

The strike by district court 
lawyers was joined by attorneys 
practising before the Delhi High 
Court and India's Supreme 
Court. But the senior lawyers 
called off their strike last month 
when the government appointed 
the two judges to investigate the 


matter.

Dukakis wins in New York 


NEW YORK. April 20, (UP1): 
Massachusetts Gov. Michael 
Dukakis triumphed by a land- 
slide in New York's boisterous 
presidential primary on Tuesday 
and became the clear front-run- 
ner for the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 

Dukakis scored a decisive vic- 
tory over civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson that left Sen. Albert 
Gore Jr. of Tennessee in the dust 
and assessing whether to go on. 
Dukakis swept upsLate and 
suburban areas and was leading 
in New York City, Jackson's 
stronghold. 

“Friends, if we can make it 
here we can make it anywhere," 
Dukakis said in remarks 
prepared for a Manhattan vic- 
tory celebration. “1 love New 
York, what a wonderful town." 

With S4 per cent of the precin- 
cts reporting, Dukakis had 
714,944 votes or 51 per cent, 
Jackson, 494,177 votes or 36 per 
rent, ami Gore. 144.045 or 10 per 
cent. 

Dukakis snagged the lion's 
share of New York's 255 
delegates to the Democratic 
national convention. He was 
leading for 152 delegates. Jack- 
son for 86 and Gore for 1 7. That 
would give Dukakis 900 of the 


Robot to 
locate tumour 

TOKYO. April 20, (API: A 
Japanese university research 
group has developed what it 
says is the world's first robot 
capable of locating breast 
tumours as precisely as a doc- 
tor, a group member said 
today. 

The robot has four movable rods 
equipped with pressure sen- 
sors that can recognise the 
stiffness of a tumour, said 
Masaya Tirata, a researcher 
in the seven-member group 
led by Professor Ichiro Kato 
of Waseda University. 

Kato told reporters earlier that 
the robot can locate tumours 
as small as 3 millimetres (0. 1 2 
inches), while skilled doctors 
generally have difficult find- 
ing ones smaller than 5 
millimetres - 

In the robot examination, the 
sensor-equipped rods move 
along the breast of a patient, 
taking about six minutes to 
examine an entire breast.

Victories 

"The numbers speak for them- 
selves," said Gore spokesman 
Arlie Schardi. By falling short of 
20 per cent of the vote. Gore 
became ineligible for further 
federal campaign subsidies. 

“I guess this was somebody 
else’s Super Tuesday." Gore told 
his supporters ina reference to 
the round of primaries March 8 
where he last won a primary. 
"New York is a real marathon 
and he beat us by a mile. 

Dukakis also referred lo 


earlier victories and made a self- 
deprecating allusion to the flat 
speaking style for which he has 
wicn criticised. 

“In Iowa we won the bronze. 
In New Hampshire we won the^ 
gold. T onighi we won the Oscar." 
he said, hugging his cousin 
Olympia Dukakis, who won the 
Academy Award for best sup- 
porting actress last week. 

“All it takes is a strong mes- 
sage. lots of hard work, and 
plenty of charisma," the Gover- 
nor said. 

The two- week state campaign 
was concentrated in New York 
City and was as noisy and bare- 
knuckled as Lhe big apple. It 
ended on a sour note over Mayor 
Edward Koch's harsh criticism 
of Jackson that put black-Jewish 
tensions in the spotlight. 

“I believe my comments .... 
were not helpful to him,” Koch 
conceded in a television 
interview. “I said what I thought 
was true, but they obviously did 
not help A1 Gore.” 

Koch said at the start of the 
campaign ihaL Jews would be 
“crazy” to vote for Jackson 
because of his positions on Israel. 
The flamboyant Mayor gave 
Gore a surprise endorsement last 
week and taped a round of states- 


manlike television commercials 
touting Gore. 

According to television net- 
work exit polls. Gore picked up 
just IS per cent of the Jewish 
voters though he made a special 
appeal to that powerful bloc that 
makes up a quarter of the elec- 
torate. According to CBS news 
exit polls, voters disagreed with 
Koch's inflammatory criticism 
by 2 to 1. 

Jackson picked up between 15 
and 17 percent of the white vote, 
according to Lhe exit polls, a dis- 
appointing showing after 
exceeding 20 per cent in the Wis- 
consin primary two weeks ago. 

According to those polls, Duk- 
akis picked up three quarters of 
the Jewish vote and more than 70 
per cent of Roman Catholic 
votes. 

Turnout 

A heavy turnout of the slate's 
3.5 million registered Democra- 
tic voters was reported. In New 
York City, turnout was very 
heavy in Jackson's predominan- 
tly black Harlem stronghold and 
Dukakis's friendly white middle 
class terrain of Queens. 

According to ABC News, 
black and Jewish voters, both 
representing about a quarter of 
the Democratic electorate, tur- 



Ramos reports decline in insurgency 

Philippines lifts alert 


MANILA, April 20. (Reuler): 
The Philippines largely lifted a 
nation-wide military alert today 
after what Defence Secretary 
Fidel Ramos called a period of 
“greater stability." 

Ramos said there had been a 
decline in insurgency violence 
around the country and hinted 
that the danger ofa coup attempt 
by right-wing groups had ebbed. 

"We are now in a period of 
greater stability." Ramos told a 
news conference, citing statistics 
showing incidents of rebel- 
related violence this year had 
dropped to below last year’s 
average of 10 a day. 

“The red alert has been lifted 
except for so-called contingency 
forces," he said, referring to 
special Army units around Man- 
ila formed to track down escaped 
fugitive Colonel Gregoria Hon- 
asan. 

The red alert — the highest 


state of combat readiness — was 
imposed last week when 
President Corazon Aquino left 
fora four-day visit to China and 
Hong Kong amid rumours that 
Honasan and his followers might 
attack key installations during 
her absence. 

“The tension has gone down 
compared to ... before the 
president's visit lo China," 
Ramos said. 

Attacks 

Military officials have ruled 
out any major coup attempt by 
pro-Honasan troops but ackn- 
owledged the group was capable 
of small, isolated attacks. Hon- 
asan mounted an unsuccessful 
coup against Aquino last 
August, killingat least 53 people. 

Capital region military com- 
mander Brigadier-General 
Rodolfo Biazon said today that 
Honasan should surrender to 
avoid a bloody clash. 


“Should this problem be 
resolved in confrontation, this 
can only be bloody ... this Lime 
around Honasan may not have 
the luxury of negotiating,” he 
told a congressional committee. 

Ramos said communist rebels 
were continuing their urban war 
by kiUinglawmen in street ambu- 
shes to stay “in the limelight" but 
that this had brought them 
public condemnation.

Woman on hunger 
strike dies 

COLOMBO, April 20. (UP1): A 
48-year-old Tamil woman died 
last night after a 32-day-long 
hunger strike staged to press for 
an immediate cease-fire and 
unconditional talks between 
Indian troops fighting Tamil 
rebels, residents said. 

Residents of Batticaloa con- 
tacted by telephone said 
Poopalhi Pillai, a mother of five 
children, died of undernourish- 
ment and would be cremated 
today in the port city. 

Piiiai, 48, a member of a Tamil 
women's organisation named 
the Mother's Front, began her 
"fast-unto-dealh" March 19, 
one day after Indian troops forci- 
bly removed a colleague who was 
in a critical condition. 

The protests were called to 
press for an immediate cease-fire 
between Tamil rebels and Indian 
soldiers deployed on the island 
trying to disarm the insurgents 
and enforce the terms of a peace 
pact signed last July between 
New Delhi and Colombo. 


Bangladesh 
happy with 
new aid 
pledge 

DHAKA. April 20, (Reuter): 
Bangladesh is happy with new 
aid pledged by Western donore 
to help it rebuild an economy hit 
by floods and political unrest, 
officials said. 

At a meeting ofdonors in Paris 
last week, Bangladesh received a 
commitment of S2.05 billion in 
aid for the fiscal year beginning 
□ext July. 

Planning Minister A.K. 
Khandker, who attended the 
Paris meeting, told a news con- 
ference that Lhe donor countries 
appreciated Bangladesh's 
approach to farm production, 
alleviation of poverty and rural 
development. 

President Hossain Moham- 
mad Ershad. facing an opposi- 
tion campaign for his resigna- 
tion, has accused his opponents 
of trying to block foreign aid to 
Bangladesh. 

“Some elements even went lo 
Paris and brought out a proces- 
sion ... trying to hall foreign ass- 
istance," Ershad said on Sunday. 

The World Bank, which coor- 
dinated the Paris meeting, 
recommended increased aid to 
Bangladesh after the worst 
floods in 30 years destroyed 1 .5 
million tonnes of rice and did 
$250 million worth of damage in 
September. The country also lost 
millions of dollars in exports and 
industrial production during 
opposition-led strikes early this 
year. 

Commitments 

Bangladesh officials said the 
amount of aid would rise by 
nearly SlOO million after three 
Islamic financial agencies and 
Switzerland announce their 
commitments. 

They said the aid pledged for 
fiscal year 1988/89 is nearly 13.6 
per cent more than for 1987/88. 

Bangladesh also hopes to get 
$700 million from remittances 
from its citizens working abroad 
during lhe current fiscal year. 
Prime Minister Moudud Ahmed 
has said. 

Seventy-five thousand more 
Bangladeshis are expected to 
have found jobs in foreign lands 
by the end of the current fiscal 
year, in June, compared with 
63,000 in the previous year, 
Ahmed said.

BEIRUT. April 20. (Reuter): 
The Beirut independent An- 
Nahar newspaper said today two 
French hostages held by pro- 
Iranian militants will be released 
with three days due to negotia- 
tions carried out by two Arab 
middlemen. 

“Sources close to negotiations 
seeking the release of French 
hostages confirmed that two of 
them might be released before 23 
of April,” the newspaper said in 
its front-page report. 

ft said that Arab businessmen 
Imran Adham and Mehdi Al- 
Tajerwerein Beirut carrying out 
contacts with influential leaders, 
including Nabih Bern, the chief 
of the Shi’ite Amal militia. 

An-Nahar said the sources did 
not reveal the whereabouts of the 
two middlemen but quoted them 
as saying “positive results were 
expected before the 23rd of 
April.” 

The report could not be 
immediately confirmed. 


Three Frenchmen, embassy 
officials Marcel Carton. Marcel 
Fontaine and journalist Jean-

to being freed twice in the past 
two weeks but each time the deal 
collapsed because of the hijack- 
ing of Kuwaiti airliner, accord- 
ing to diplomatic and govern- 
ment sources in Paris. 

Meanwhile, Arab business- 
man Imran Adham said today 
after a trip lo Beirut to contact 
Lebanese kidnappers that 
French hostages held in Lebanon 
could be freed within the next few 
days. 

Adham, who is reported to be 
dose to Syrian President Hafez 
A1 Assad, said he had been in 
Beirut last night for talks with the 
kidnappers of three Frenchmen. 

“The prospect of a release in 
the next few days is positive," he 
told Reuters. “I cannot say 
more."

Iraqis dig in after recapturing Faw 


FAW PEN INSULA, Iraq, April 
20, (Agencies): Iraqi forces have 
completely dislodged Iranian 
troops from the strategic Faw 
peninsula, recapturing territory 
seized by the Iranians 26 months 
ago, an Iraqi general told repor- 
ters yesterday. 

When the Iranians pulled Out 
of the peninsula after a 36-hour 
battle, they left piles of Islamic 
religious books many of them 
written by Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini. 

But the Iraqis were too busy 
building new fortifications after 
their recapturing the triangle of 
land at the southern tip of their 
country, the first major Iraqi 
offensive in the 7-J/2-year-oId 
I ran- Iraq war since 1986. 

Reinforce 

Hundreds of military vehicles 
were seen heading toward Faw 
yesterday to reinforce the elite 
Presidential Guard units which 
spearheaded the 36-hour assault 
on Sunday and Monday. 

Iraqi soldiers were busy dig- 
ging in along the western bank of 
the Shall Ai Arab waterway, 
which forms the southern border, 
between Iran and Iraq. 

The Iraqi genera’,' who 
declined to be identified, said af 
his command post near the refin- 
ery city of Faw: “We had a very 
weii coordinated and integrated 
plan which was superbly 
executed to achieve maximum 


surprise. 

The general, who identified 
himself only as a representative 
of the I raqi High Command, said 
the attack ended on Monday at 4 

pmn200GM*n, 

Dozens of frahiafl' corpses lif- 


ter both sides of the 30-km (20- 
mile) rough road leading down 
the narrow strip of land to Faw. 

Bulldozers and other earth- 
moving machines were busy 
upturning soil on the corpses as 
reporters toured the area only 
hours after Iraqi troops recap- 
tured it yesterday. 

An Iraqi corporal opened 
machinegun fire on a portrait of 
Khomeini as other soldiers tore 
up placards, pamphlets and signs 
carrying his sayings. 

' More young Iraqi troops dan- 
ced and chanted: “Death to 
Khomeini and long live (Iraqi 
President) Saddam Hussein.” 

Iranian prisoners-of-war, all 
Revolutionary Guards and n um- 
bering more than 200, were being 
held in a big yard in front of the 
headquarters of the Iraqi Army 
on the peninsula. 

Bunkers and military hard- 
ware, installed during Iran's 26- 
month-Iong occupation of the 
southern terminal, and crushed 
in the assault, were also vanish- 
ing under soil as the bulldozers 
moved relentlessly forward. 

Abandoned 

' Even some Iranian tanks, 
armoured vehicles and -heavy 
machineguns, looking intact, 
were being dumped under the 
salty and muddy soil of the Faw 
peninsula. 

Happy young Iraqi soldiers in 
hundreds of tank s, armoured 
personnel carriers and' trucks 
gave ‘V’ for victory signs and 
fired in the air in triumph. 

The reporters were driven in 
Army jeeps from the southern 
port city of -Basra, 90 kms (SO 
.miles) north of Faw, through the 


dust-covered peninsula and the 
town of Faw, once abusy ter- 
minal for exports and for goods 
arrivingin Iraq through the Gulf. 

Of the old buildings put up by 
the British Army during its 
occupation in the early 1920s 
only two or three half-demoli- 
shed edifices remained. 

A large sign in coloured 
Arabic letters on one wall read: 
“The headquarters of the 
Supreme Islamic Council of 
Iraq,” the group lead by dis- 
sident Iraqi Shiite Mullah 
Mohammed Baqir A1 Hakim, 
who now lives in Tehran. 

Iraqi tractors an.d tanks towed 
Iranian tanks, armoured person- 
nel carriers and jeeps, as aban- 
doned rocket propelled grenades 
(RPGs), light and heavy machin- 
eguns, grenades and other 
weapons were piled up -in dif- 
ferent parts of the peninsula. 


At least two Iranian 175 mm 
recoilless gun batteries were cap- 
tured bract, their barrels point- 
ing northwards towards the pre- 
offensive Iraqi lines.

Ras AJ Bisha sits on the point 
where the Shatt Al Arab water- 
way, which divides the two war- 
ring nations' lands in the south, 
flows in to the Gulf. 

Then, an Iranian F-4 Phantom 
jet opened rocket fire at the Iraqi 
side, cl ose to one of the reporters' 
jeeps, set some palm trees ablaze 
but caused no casualties. Iraq 
said later its anti-aircraft gunners 
shot the aircraft down. -

Other jeeps came under heavy 
machinegun fire from the Iran- 
ian bank but no damage was 
reported. 

“Not a single enemy soldier 
exists on the peninsula's territory 
now ... our brave soldiers have

cold water of the Shatt Al Arab," 
a high-ranking military . official 
said. 

He said the Seventh Army' 
Coips liberated, the areas westof 
the Shatt in 24 hours.

Lawyer calls for new

A KUWAITI lawyer, Abdulaziz 
Al Taher, said the need was 
imperative for concluding a new 
treaty to counter hijacking of air- 
craft, because the three existing 
treaties did not-cover all aspects 
of the problem.

Commercially produced 
spectacles may be harmful 


SPECTACLE shop owners say 
that commercially produced 
glasses are different from pres- 
cribed ones, and could affect 
eyesight and cause headaches. 
They said that about 20 percent 
of commercially made glasses 
were of poor quality and came 
mostly from Asian countries. 
People in Kuwait were aware of 
the need to buy proper glasses 
and the commercial competition 
did not affect their business, they 
said. The owners said that prices 
were not high and it was incorrect 
to say that they took a 200 per 
cent profit. 

Cheaper 

A specialist in prescribed glas- 
ses and contact lenses. Hassan 
Saadai Yazdi, said he was the 
first to get an optician’s licence in 
1951. 

He said that sunglasses were 
necessary to protect the eye from 
sun, sand and dust. 

He said that prices were not 
high, as some customers said, 
adding that good and cheap 


frames were available in the 
market, as well as expensive 
ones. He pointed out that well- 
known makes imported from the 
United States and Europe were 
sold in Kuwait at prices lower 
than in the country of origin and 
prices of glasses in Kuwait was 20 
to 60 per cent cheaper than in 
' most countries. 

Yazdi said that people should 
be careful when shopping and to 
avoid buying cheap glasses. 

He said people should wear 
spectacles with yellow tinted peb- 
bles because these kept out 
unwanted light. 

Losses 

Another optician. Dr Moham- 
med Asali, said that the high 
wages of technicians, because of 
an insufficient number on the 
local market, resulted in higher 
prices at some shops. 

The owner of a spectacle com- 
pany, Nizar Abdul Gbani, said 

that currency exchange rates and 
the instability of markets caused 
prices to double. 


He pointed out that rents were 
still high and workers received 
the same wages although Tiusi- 
ness was poor. As aresult most 
spectacle shops suffered losses or - 

just covered their expenses. 

Gham said his company bought 
all modern and sophisticated 
equipment to provide customers 
with better services. He said that 
quality was an important factor 
when choosing gla s s y . .

Wc 
ended the meal with American 
coffee and asked for the bill. 
Including one fruit juice, one 
Pepsi and water it came to KD

Time favours 
Bush at elections

WASHINGTON — George 
Bush now has time on his side in 
the 1988 election. 

While Democrats thrash 
through the months of April, 
May, and June in search of a 
nominee, the vice-president can 
begin quietly healing Republican 
wounds. 

With a huge lead over his 
rivals. Bush can stand above the 
fray and play the role of party 
leader. He can raise money for 
the party, locate new voters, put 
together an experienced cam- 
paign team for the fall, research 
issues, look for Democratic weak 
spoLs, and soothe the feelings of 
his defeated adversaries. 

“It's a big advantage for 
Bush," says Elaine Kamarck, a 
Democratic activist who until 
recently was working for Bruce 
Babbitt. “The advantage is fin- 
ancial and organisational. Bush 
now can locate his voters and 
register them." 

Political analysis say Bush has 
“Donilon’s Law" working on his 
side. The “law” was named after 
Tom Donilon, a Washington 
lawyer and Democratic delegate 
expert who worked for Walter 
Mondale in 1984. 

The law holds that the longer it 
takes a party's candidate, such as 
Michael Dukakis, to lock up the 
nomination, the lower the par- 
ty’s chances in November. 

Hurt 

Dr Kamarck says the law hurt 
Democrats badly in 1980, and it 
could hurt them again this year. 
She recalls that in 1980, Jimmy 
Carter fought Edward Kennedy 
for the Democratic nomination 
righL through the summer. 

“We had only two weeks after 
the convention to put together 
our organisation,'' says 
Kamarck. who was working for 
Carter, “I can’t tell you how dis- 
astrous that is for a campaign." 
Among other things. Kamarck 
believes that time pressures for- 
ced Carter into blunders during 
the two-month campaign that 
followed. 

This year, some Democrats 
are talking about a brokered con- 
vention that could leavethepany 
bickering and haggling through 
most of the summer. There may 
be little time to heal, little time to 
organise, little time to raise 
money. 

Greg Schneiders. a 
Democratic consultant, says one 
of the biggest advantages for 


Bush is that clinching of the 
nomination "puts an early end to 
intraparty sniping and squab- 
bling." 

In January and February, 
Bush and Robert Dole were hur- 
ling brickbats at each other — 
and it appeared to hurt both 
men's standing with the public. 
But with Bush far in the lead. 
Senator Dole recently turned his 
fire, toward the Democrats. 

"It means that for the next two 
to four critical months, when the 
public is hearing criticism of 
Democrats by Democrats, and 
more criticism of Democrats by 
Republicans, there will be no 
criticism of Republicans. ... The 
public relations advantage is all 
with the Republicans," Sch- 
neiders says. 

Time 

Political analyst Horace 
Busby, publisher of The Busby 
Papers, says Democrats urgently 
need time to unify after this 
year's campaign. But they may 
get very little time to do iL 

“First, they have to do a lot of 
healing between white and black 
Democrats if black Democrats 
react by feeling Jesse Jackson did 
not get his due". 

Unless the Rev. Jackson 
comes away from the national 
convention in Atlanta with 
something important, many 
black voters may feel they will 
never get a major role in the 
party, Busby says. 

Once the black-white problem 
is handled, then Democrats still 
have to "unify the serious con- 
tenders." 

Busby, who was cabinet 
secretary in the Johnson While 
House, says getting the losers 
behind the ticket may not be so 
easy. There could be hard feel- 
ings. particularly because of the 
potentially great impact this year 
of the 646 superdelegates, all 
arofessionals. Unless the 


party professionals. Unles 
superdelegates rally behind 
gle candidate, "there is o 


asm- 


tunity for serious conflict," 
Busby says. 

Meanwhile, the tone of the 
Republican campaign has 
already changed.

Media corps have tough 
time at Algiers 


Economic woes trigger 
discontent in

ALGIERS: While the Algerian 
authorities continued their inter- 
mediary role this week, with 
equal determination to that 
shown on the arrival of the hij- 
cked Kuwaiti airliner, there were 
signs of irritability with the inter- 
national press as the hijack 
drama ended. 

On the eve of Ramadan the 
media corps, which numbered 
close to 300, were thrown out of 
the airport VI P lounge onto the 
nearby lawn where six tents had 
been erected to protect them 
from heat during Jhedayand the 
night-time chill. 

To use the facilities such as 
toilets and telephones the jour- 
nalists were directed to the main 
terminal building at the Algiers' 
Houari Boumedienne Airport 
which was already overburdened 
with the passenger traffic. 

Telephone lines which were 
initially available for all were 
rented to large networks and 
news agencies and when not 
being used were kept locked. 

Dismissed 

The journalists who were 
received with a lot of courtesy 
and some curiosity and who 
upon arrival were given special 
treatment at the airport found 
that their requests were sum- 
marily dismissed. 

This added the their frustra- 
tion which mainly stemmed from 
the absence of any solid informa- 
tion on the negotiations just 
before the end of the hijack 
drama. But there were those who 
felt that reporters were not

entirely free from blame. 

On Monday, the first day of 
Ramadan, when most Algerians 
began their fast, the newsmen, 
who virtually lived on the airport 
lawn, had slacks of foods and 
drinks, as well as blankets, pull- 
overs and sleeping bags, brought 
to them by locally hired assis- 
tants and drivers. Some mun- 
ched steaks, sandwiches and 
oranges in tents but others did so 
in full view of dozens of Algerian 
security men. 

An Algerian reporter accused 


the international press of “feast- 
ing" and was particularly 
annoyed by a Canadian journal- 
ist with a fat cigar between his 
teeth blowing clouds of smoke in 
the direction of Arab journalists 
standing nearby. 

The Algerians, some of them 
showing signs of impatience on 
first day of fasting, had on the 
whole shown a fair amount of 
tolerance, which foreign journal- 
ists liked to believe was due to 
them anyway. 

The situation was not made 
easier by the fact that the inter- 
national media, which in the 
beginning hailed the Algerian 


role in the hijack crisis, after- 
wards had little reason to con- 
tinue giving credit to the 
Algerians, since ihe talks at one 
state appeared to be hopelessly 
deadlocked. 

But in an extraordinary situa- 
tion such as this when both the 
authorities and the media sought 
answers to one key question — 
when wasall this going to end? — 
cohabitation between the two 
was a must. 

The Algerians also probably 
knew that the media had an 
influential ally — the hijackers 
who enjoyed basking in the 
limelight. 


ANKARA, (Reuter): Swept 
back to power less than six mon- 
ths ago, Turkish Prime Minister 
Turgut Ozal is today beset by 
growing discontent, reflected in 
opinion polls showing electors 
dramatically deserting his cause. 

Last November, his Moth- 
erland Party won 292 seats in the 
expanded 450-seat parliament 
The main opposition party won 
99 seats. 

Soundings of the electorate's 
viwes late last month showed a 
slump' in support for the ruling 
party, with some putting it 
behind:, the main _ opposition 
Social Democrat Populist Party 
(SHP) for the fust time. 

The stumbling economy — 
with the effects of 70 per cent 
annual inflation on the country's 
52 million, mainly Muslim, peo- 
ple, and a growing foreign debt 
burden — is a central focus of 
general discontent. And Ozal 
faces trouble from organised 
labour and within the lossely- 
knit Motherland Party. 

Economy 

“Ozal has to tread a . very 
narrow fine if democracy is to 
thrive," one political source said. 
“There is no major alarm at the 
moment, just signals saying the 
economy must be put right.” 

Political analysts see no 
immediate threat to Ozal, an 
astute economic free-marketeer 
who applied 12 months ago for 
Turkey to become a full member 
of the European EconomicCom- 
m unity (EEC). 

Last November's election 
which returned the conservative 
Ozal to office was the most open 
poll since the 1980 Army coup 
crushed extremist political 
violence. 

Economic problems and 
political chaos led to military 
interventions in I960, 1972 and 
1980, and some Turks now talk 
openly about possibilities of 
intervention 10 years after the 
last coup. 

Many officials and diplomats, 
however, scorn such talk.

Duped women flow to Asia’s vice dens

DHAKA, (UP1): Badal Borishal 
can be found most days prowling 
Dhaka's teeming central bus sta- 
tion for vagrant village girls he 
drugs, dupes or marries before 
dispatching to the brothels of 
India, Pakistan and the Middle 
East. 

“Sometimes the feelings come 
that this is not good work,” 
chuckled BorishaL a lean 27- 
year-old dressed in tight white 
pants and a natty crimplene shirt . 
"Bui the moment I get the money 
and have a few drinks, 1 forgeL" 

Borishal and others like him 
are the first links in illicit net- 
works that supply what smug- 
glers. victims and human rights 
workers say is an almost unend- 
ing flow of women to the vice 
dens of South and West Asia. 

• There are even more horrific 
allegations about the cross-bor- 
der trade in human beings. 

One official said a recently 
captured smuggler told auth- 
orities he regularly used promises 
of employment to lure men and 
children to India, where they 
were killed so their kidneys could 


be used for transplants and their 
skeletons sold for shipment to 
Western medical schools. 

News reports also have said 
boys are marketed as slave 
labourers and jockeys for camel 
races in Gulf countries. 

“The smugglers have made 
some startling claims, but these 
are difficult to verify because 
nobody ever comes back,” said 
Major Noor Hussian, comman- 
der of border forces near Raj- 
shahi. a western Bangladesh city. 

Beyond the lurid stories, it is 
certian the demand by nefarious 
industries across South and West 
Asia has created a booming body 
business in Bangladesh. 

Borishal said he began his 
career seven years ago. promis- 
ing improverished families in 
remote villages work for their 
younger daughters, whose 
dowry obligations make them 
added burdens for those living in 
the world’s second-poorest 
nation. 

He now belongs to a 45-mem- 
ber gang that patrols Dhaka’s 
bus and railway stations to offer 
enticing jobs as domestic 
servants in India or Pakistan io 
rural women drawn to the city in 


hope of employment. 

Borishal admiued marrying 
four women, taking them for 
honeymoons in India and hand- 
ing them over there to body 
brokers. 

The less gullible are drugged 
before joining other hopefuls for 
a ride to the border aboard a bus 
owned by the smugglers, Bori- 
shal said. 

Bribed 

He said Indian border guards 
are bribed to ignore the groups, 
which are taken to brokerage 
houses just across the frontier, 
where the women are assessed- 
and sold for between 5300 and 
900 depending on their beauty. 

"Day by day. business is 
increasing,’’ said Borishal. He 
said his band is one of “many” 
and transport to India between 
five and 30 women every week. 

“Our economic condition is 
going down and that is why the 
rural people are coming out" he 
said. 

Bangladesh has 104 million 
people crammed in an area the 
size of Greece. In an impoveri- 
shed country where birth and 
death records are only 
sporadically compiled, exact 


figures on the magnitude of the 
smuggling do not exist. 

Officially, the phenomenon is 
not recognized. 

Home Minister Mohammad 
Abdul Matin said "perhaps two 
or three” women per year slip on 
their own initiative into India, 
but denied the existence of 
organized smuggling rackets. 

"A large number of people do 
cross the border for petty smug- 
gling," said Matin, "but the 
quality of life in Bangladesh is 
not so bad as to drive away a big 
exodus to India.” 

Smuggling 

Yet human rights workers said 
body smuggling has become an 
acute problem, ironically 
spurred by a 1982 order forbid- 
ding single women from being 
employed abroad after 
numerous reports about Ban- 
gladeshi girls being mistreated in 
Arab countries. 

“They used very polite words 
and had very sweet, faces," said 
Satara Begum of the four men 
who drugged her and a friend on 
a suburban Dhaka bus and ship- 
ped them to the frontier. "After 
we ate their food we just followed 
whatever they said.”

The annual Bermuda Regional, 
held at the end of January at the 
Southampton Princess, is not only 
the most popular tournament on the 
American Contract Bridge League's 
calendar, it is always a fertile source 
of hands for the bridge columnist.

As declarer, when you are faced 
with a critical , decision it is usally 
correct to postpone it as long as 
possible, to learn as much as you 
can about the hand. However, when 
you have only one way to land the 
contract, commit yourself as early 
as possible to conceal as much as 
you can about the hand from the 
defenders.

From London to China, by train

LONDON — My train-buff 
husband was ecstatic about 
chugging from London to 
Xian, China. I had a strong 
sense of trepidation, since I had 
braved the Red Arrow from 
Peking to London — via Mon- 
golia, Siberia, and Moscow — 
only the year before. 

But as the plans unfolded, I 
began to realise that this trip, 
initially offered three years ago 
by Voyages Jules Verne in Lon- 
don, was a real first in itinerary 
and mode of travel. Not only 
would my husband and 1 have a 
compartment to ourselves on 
this maiden voyage, but the 
entire tram would be private 
with the exception of some of 
the European rail lines, and 
even there our tour would have 
private cars. 

When we went, the trip was 
called “2100 Years of the Silk 
Road.” Since then, it was been 
renamed “On the Tracks of 
Marco Polo.” The send-off 
from London, we found, was 
indeed fitting for an incredible 
! 45-day adventure of 7,011 
miles. 

At night we were booked into 
hotels that were the best each 
stop had to offer, and in the 
larger cities the accommoda- 
tions were excellent. 
Sometimes a two-nigh l stand 
gave us extra time for explora- 
tion as well as the usually line 
tours offered in each city. Lav- 
ish meals were prepared for us 
in every country, either on the 
train, or in restaurants. 

After boarding our train in 
London, we visited Paris, Salz- 
burg, and Vienna. In Budapest, 
our hotel; the luxurious' Inter- 
continental, overlooked the

Danube, and on the train to 
Bucharest we followed the 
Danube and looked out on red- 
tiled roofs and green hills. 

I would have thought the trip 
by steam train from Bucharest 
to Sinaia in Transylvania, up an 
autumn-coloured valley beside 
a rushing river, was the most 
beautiful, even if we had not 


bused through even more mag- 
nificent countryside to see 
Dracula's many-tiered castle, 
high on a hill. Yes. Dracula 
lived there from 1456 to 1462. 
He was a hero as a fighter 
against Turks. “Vlad the 
Impaier,” he was called, but he 
was not a vampire, as English 
novelist Bram Stoker would

ON my very first morning in an 
African game park I came to an 
important conclusion: the 
recipe for a memorable safari is 
a great deal more complicated 
than anyone ever imagines. 
Seven years and as many safaris 
later, I am stiU experimenting 
with different permutations of 
ingredients. 

The first day began an hour; 
before sunrise. The seats of the£ 
Land-Rover were dripping-, 
with dew as we lurched out of 
the camp on to a dirt road, 
crashing from pothole to pot 
hole, the body of the vehicle 
trying to wrench itself from the 
! chassis in the classic African 
manner. After about 10 min- 
utes lie driver pulled off the 
i track and stopped. We sat 
expectantly, shivering, waiting 
for the dawn. 

Landscape 

Within minutes the elements 
of the landscape began to 
separate themselves from the 
early-morning mist and as the 
light strengthened, the an im als 
gradually emerged from the 
murk. Thousands of them. 
There were dense herds of buf- 
falo, zebra and wildebeest and. 
scattered at random, smaller 
groups of waterbuck, har- 
tebeest, topi and Thomson’s 
gazelle. A short way off, half a 
dozen elephants, muddy brown 
after a midnight wallow, were 
engaged in some energetic 
deforestation, while a giraffe 
fastidiously trimmed the 
topiary of a fl3t-topped acacia. 

In the next couple of hours 
we drove little more than a mile 
across Kenya’s Masai Mara, 
but we still managed to encoun- 
ter a pride of lions, a pair of 
cheetah and dozens of less 
obviously newsworthy 
animals; hyena, jackal, hippo, 
porcupine, baboon, warthog, 
impala, mongoose. 

By 7.30 am the sun was fully 
up and quite hot. “We're out- 
side the reserve now,” my guide 
shouted through 1 the roof 
hatch. “We'll get out, stretch 
our legs and have some coffee.” 
Having recently seen five full 
grown lions no more than a 
quarter of a mile away 1 con- 
sidered voicing doubts about 
the wisdom of this impromptu 
picnic, but it was too late: he 
was already striding away 
towards a convenient fiat-rock 
with drink and sandwiches. 
Setting one bool cautiously on 
to the freshly cropped grass. I 
saw the last of the_ antelope 
bounding offin the direction of 
Tanzania, (lam still amazed by 
wild animals’ indifference to 
safari vehicles and their terror 
at the sight of a solitary human 
being.) “So this is it” 1 thought, 

I standing with both feet on the 
turf. “This is Africa." 

Instantly I realised the absur- 
dity of the reflection. Alter alL 
three days had passed since the 
delights of Nairobi customs. 
Nonetheless the impression 
persisted. It was not until l 
stood on the ground with noth- 
ing but the breeze between me 
and the animals, away from 
civilization in all its forms 
(though admittedly not Far 
away from the Land-Rover

door) that / fell / had truly 
arrived. 

“Safari” is a Swahili word, 
derived from the Arabic 
“safari”, meaning a journey. 
My dictionarygi ves the English 
definition as “a hunting expedi- 
,. Jn .tion in Africa looking at wil-. 
(flife from a Land-Rover”. The 
^hunting safari is still with us—, 
you': .can pay around $5,000- 
(about $2,600) to bump off a. 
leopard in any number of coun- 
tries if you feel so inclined — 
but there are now many fewer 
people determined to have 
glass eyes staring ai them from 
their living-room walls. 

“But you know it’s nothing 
to do with killing animals,” the 
bunting apologists always say. 
“It’s the bush; getting out in the 
horn-scrub, smelling the dust, 
being frightened, lookingat the 
Milky Way from a sleeping 
bag, feeling the ground under- 
neath your pillow tremble 
when the lions roar, following 
their spoor next morning ... 
That’s what it’s about. The 
atavistic emotions. The race 
memory. It s in all of us.” 

Of course they are absolutely 
right. Apart from a tiny min- 
ority who just enjoyed blasting 
away at elephants, these are the 
reasons why many people 
earlier this century went on 
bunting safaris and why so 
many of them became obsessed 
with Africa. And these are pre- 
cisely the qualities that are mis- 
sing from the modern two 


weeks in Kenya, staying in air- 
conditioned lodges, beings 
driven around in mini-buses. 
The tourist “safari” is easy, 
fairly comfortable and safe. It 
may be the same word, but it’sa 
very different experience. 

Not, 1 hasten to add, that I 
haw anything against motor- 
ised safaris in principle. They 
. .. can be marvellous as far as they 
go. If you want to see a lot of 
animals, to observe them close- 
up, to take photographs, then 
you will have to lx on wheels. 
The problem is just that you 
will always be a spectator, 
never a participant. In addi- 
tion, some game parks — mos- 
tly in Kenya — are getting 
indecen tly crowded. 

Nature 

But as Darwin pointed out 
more than a century ago, we are 
not spectators of nature, we are 
part ofil, and perhaps this goes 
some way to accounting for fhe 
increased interest in walking 
safaris. 

Safaris on fool have all the 
virtues of the old-fashioned 
hunting kind, without the guns. 
They generate the adrenalin 
and provide the magic to send 
you back to Laurens van der 
Post’s Kalahari books with 
renewed enthusiasm. Admit- 
tedly they do have limitations: 
you see many fewer animals 
and it is very difficult to get 
' dose to them. (In the case of 
lion, buffalo, elephant and 
rhino, you may well fee! a few 


have him. 

The first pari of our journey 
followed the route of the 
original Orient Express trains. 
At Varna, Bulgaria, we boar- 
ded ships, just as the Orient 
Express travellers used to do. 
ana slept overnight as we cros- 
sed the Black Sea. We awak- 
ened as the ship passed through 
the Bosporus and into the min- 
areled splendour of Istanbul. 
Some travellers left us at this 
point, but 100 of us began Lhe 
SUk Road across Turkey by 
steam train. We were intrigued 
by views of mud huts and 
barren moutains. 

As we moved eastward in 
Turkey, the hotels, had they 
been star-ranked; would have 
dropped stars rapidly as we 
progressed. Lodgings were in 
small towns, with few visitors 
from the West. 

We felt so engulfed in a cul- 
ture very different from our 
own that every new experience 
called for tolerance and 
brought the excitement of dis- 
covery. To have our own room 
with bath seemed remarkable 
to us. From our hotel badony 
in Erzincan. Turkey, we 
overlooked the only paved 
street, saw people hauling 
water from the town pump, and 
women covered in brown 
burlap with only their eyes 
showing. 

From an overnight in 
Kayseri, in the province of 
Cappadocia, we bused to the 
Goreme Valley, where we had 
the thrill of seeing churches and 
homes dating from the 11 th 
century carved right into wind- 
shaped columns of volcanic 
rock. The churches came com- 
plete with carved pillars and 
religious frescoes painted on' 
the cave walls. 


hundred yards to be quite close i 
enough.) Above all, on walking j 
safaris you generally cannot go 
inside game reserves, only 
along the edge of them — 
though of course nobody has i 
told the animals precisely ! 
where the edge is. 

All such drawbacks are, 
however, forgotten as you tip- 
toe from bush to bush up to a i 
herd of quietly browsing ele- I 
phanis. It’s surprising how 
much bigger they .look from 
: downon the-ground. . . 

So' what kind of fit and 
intrepid people are suited to 
this kind of experience? The 
answer is virtually anyone, 
because a walk i ng safari may be 
a three-hour stroll in search of 
the ice bucket and the Mus- 
cadet (Galana Ranch, Tsavo, 
Kenya) or a week on the march, 
sleeping outside on the ground 
at night (the Selous, Tan- 
azania). Nor of course does a 
walking safari preclude a few 
days of the four-wheeled 
variety. 

If called upon to describe the 
best of all possible fortnights in 
Africa, 1 might well suggest a 
combination of week on foot 
somewhere like Mana Pools in 
Zimbabwe, combined with a 
Land-Rover week in, say, Tan- 
zania's Serengeti. This way you 
can have the best of both 
worlds. 

The area of Africa best 
known for walking safaris is 
undoubtedly the Luangwa 
Valley in Zambia, and in south- 
ern Africa generally people are 
encouraged to get out on foot 
much more than in Kenya and 
Tanzania. .

After six days we came to the 
border between T urkey and the 
Soviet Union. It was an exciting 
and somewhat tease moment as 
we left our Turkish train, cros- 
sed a platform, and boarded 
brand-new sleeping cars on the 
Soviet train. It had come across 
the 1 00-yard barrier, closed for 
35 years, for the express pur- 
pose of taking us aboard. 

Our train took* us through 
the republics of Georgia, Azer- 
baijan, Uzbekistan, and 
Kazakhstan. Beautiful, moun- 
tainous Tbilisi, the Caspian 
Sea, and the markets of Buk- 
hara highlighted our journey. 

At fabled Samarkand, where 
my husband and I went off on 
our own to the Pamirs with a 
hired driver, we had an 
exhilarating hike and met two 
villagers who had come by don- 
key to fill baskets with wild 1 
apples for market. Later, we 
came upon a small girl and her 
little brother tending a large 
herd of sheep. 

Final stops in the Soviet 
Union were modern Tashkent, 
where 40 percent of the city was 
rebuilt after a 1966 earthquake, 
and Alma-Ata, snuggled at the 
foot of the towering AJatau 
Mountains, where the Medeo 
Olympic Speed Skating rink 
was built at an altitude or 5,000 
feet. Then our hosts bused us to 
the Chinese border 185 miles 
away. 

Travelling through a vast 
desert with snowy mountains in 
the distance, we rounded a 
bend into the Charyn River 
Canyon and stopped. There, in 
the middle or nowhere, we 
found tables laid out for us, and 
waiters barbecuing shish kebab 
and serving tea. 

Surprise 

The next surprise came a few 
hours later. When we drove 
into the isolated town of Pan- 
filov, a great portion of the 
30.000 residents were standing 
on the street comers to wel- 
come us and gaze on their first 
tourists. A sumptuous banquet 
with all the town dignitaries 
was spread out in the town hall, 
and focal musicians and dan- 
cers entertained nonstop. The 
facial features of the people 
reflected the fact that we were

CURVING in a long S down 
the South China Sea. Vietnam 
is terra incognita to all but a 
handful of Western travellers. 
Yet it has 1 ,875 miles of coast, a 
mountainous interior or pris- 
tine beauty and unusual his- 
torical monuments. For those 
who want something less 
familiar, and more arduous, 
than the stereotyped Far East 
package, it could be a reward- 
ing choice. 

To visit Vietnam is to take a 
step into the past. This is 
especially so in Hanoi, the 
capital, whose tree-lined streets 
and shuttered villas have chan- 
ged Utile since the French left in 
1954. 

As in Peking, the main means 
of transport is the bicycle, 
MilUons of them glide through 
the city, weaving in and out of 
each other at intersections 
without the constraints of traf- 
fic Ughts or white lines. 

This is the best way to dis- 
cover Hanoi but you will need 
to borrow a bike; the Viet- 
namese have not yet taken up 
the Chinese practice of hiring 
them out 

Among the sights are the 
Temple of Literature, which is 
dedicated to Confucius and 
became Vietnam’s first univer- 
sity in the 1 1th century; the old 
quarter, which contains the 
Dong Xuan market and small 
streets named after different 
trades; a military museuib 
which displays captured 
French and American 
weapons; and large expanses of 
water, first of all file Red River, 
on whose right bank the city 
stands, but also three lakes. 

The hotel' in which I stayed, 
the Thong Nhat, has the same 
colonial charm as the city in 
general. A revolving wooden 
door leads into the foyer and 
the rooms have a rare spacious- 
ness for this cost-conscious age. 

However, they are also 
grubby from years of use and 
their electrical wiring is alar- 
mingly primitive. If you want 
something more modern, try 
the Thanh Loi, a hotel built out 
into one of the lakes by the 
Cubans. * 

Ho Chi Minh City, at the 
other end of the country, is 
busier and more cosmopolitan 
than the capital. Called Saigon 
until its capture by the Com- 
munists in 1975, it retains 
something of its capitalist past. 

The hotels are comi'u. 
the restaurants do brisk busi- 
ness and the shops and street 
stalls sell Japanese electronic 
equipment and American 
cigarettes. 
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nearing China. 

We felt an air of suspense 
when at nightfall we reached 
the barbed-wire border that 
had not been open to tourists 
since 1949. Customs accompli- 
shed. we were delivered by the 
Soviet guides, and walked to 


the Chinese buses. We drove a 
short distance to a great hoopla 
of percussion and dancers. 

From the old city of Inning, 
where we spent the night we 
travelled by ous over the Tian- 
shan Mountains. At 8,000 feet, 
the sapphire blue of Lake

Sayram suddenly spread out 
before us. As we travelled 
beside il. a herd of wild horses 
galloped by in the desert. 

We saw cameis and yerts, 
and farmers driving their 
trucks at break-neck speed to 
bring their produce to market. 
After an overnight in a guesth- 
ouse in the small, dusty town of 
Shihezi. we arrived at Urumchi, 
the Western Provinces’ biggest 
city, and checked into a large, 
modern hotel. 

Two days later we boarded 
our smooth Chinese steam 
train and settled into our lace- 
curtained compartment that 
we had for the rest of the trip. 
Our train waited for us while we 
spent nights at comfortable 
hotels in Turfan, Dunhuang, 
Jiuquan, and Lanzhou, then 
chugged through the spec- 
tacular Wei River Valley with 
its mountains, terraced for far- 
ming on even the steepest 
slopes. 

The last stop. Xian, provided 
the wannest welcome of all. 
Five hundred railway workers’ 
children in costume and mak- 
eup greeted us on the platform, 
rhythmically waving pompons, 
beating drums, and saying 
“warm welcome” in Chinese. 
Our stay in Xian was the end of 
our magical voyage, where the 
world's wonders flashed before 
us as though by the touch of a 
wand. 

If you go — The trip is 
scheduled each September. 
Travellers may arrange to take 
a shorter portion of the jour- 
ney.

From my room in the Cuu 
Long (formerly Majestic) 
Hotel 1 had a splendid view 
over the Saigon River and the 
docks, one of the chief attrac- 
tions of the city. Also worth 
visiting are the Ben Thanh 
market, the biggest emporium 
in Vietnam, and Cholon, a 
Chinatown with 500,000 
inhabitants. 

Ho Chi Minh City is within 
easy reach of the Mekong delta, 
in which one of the world’s 
greatest rivers divides into nine 
arms. Below it on the coast is 
the resort of Vung Tau. where 
you can bathe all year round. 

No touroFVietnam would be 
complete without a visit to Hue 
in the centre of the country. The 
old capital of the Annamese 
emperors lies on the Perfume 


River and is renowned for its 
Citadel — the equivalent of 
Peking's Forbidden City — its 
temples and its royal tombs. 

Many of the monuments 
show the ravages of war and 
weather. In the Citadel the Hall 
of Supreme Harmony is pep- 
pered with bullet marks from 
the Communist Tet offensive of 
1968, while in the museum 1 
found myself shifting furniture 
inlaid with mother-of-pearl 
away from rain pouring 
through holes in the roof. 

Some work has been done 
but funds are hopelessly 
inadequate. Among the build- 
ings restored is the 17th-cen- 
tury Thien Mu pagoda on the 
Perfume River, in the garden 
behind is an old Austin 105 Six

The cause of death was not 
immediately announced but 
Olson had a tumour removed 
from his colon on March 23 and 
laboratory tests determined it 
was malignant. 

Spokesman William Mullane 
told Reuters last week that 
president Robert Alien'll ad been 
running ATT, the eighth largest 
l/S company by sales. 

ATT said Allen would con- 
tinue to run the company until-a— 
new chairman was elected. 

Competition 

■ ATT has continued to domin- 
ate the long-distance telephone 
industry despite competition 
from companies that charge less 
for their service. ATT also sells 
computers and phone systems to 
businesses. 

Olson had been with the com- 
pany for 43 years, starting as a 
manhole digger in North Dakota 
working part-time. He often 
said, “I didn't start at the bot- 
tom. I started below ground.” 

Olson joined the comapny as a 
fuU-time_ employee- - --after _ 
graduating from college. He was “ 
elected^ president in 1985>ancL‘ 
cHairihan in '1986. succeeding 
Charles Brown, who guided the 
telecommunications giant 
through the breakup of the Bell 
System in 1984. 

Olson was credited with 
revitalising ATT after a period of 
stagnation. He oversaw a major 
restructuring of the company 
including SI billion cost-cutting 
programme that called for the 
elimination of 32,000 jobs. ATT 
earned S2.04 billion last year, a 
post-divestiture record. 

Under Olson's leadership, 
ATT made international expan- 
sion a key part of its strategy to 
keep profits rising. 


Non-oil 
trade rises 
sharply 

ABU DHABI, April 20, 
(Opecna): Abu Dhabi’s non-oil 
trade rose sharply last month, 
compared with the same period 
last year, according to figures 
published here today. 

Khalifa A1 Muheiry, under- 
secretary for customers at the 
Finance Department, said the 
figures showed that the value of 
total non-oil trade had risen by 
about 38 per cent to more than 
S220 million last month from 160 
million in March last year.

Corporate profits up 

Japanese economy is roaring, says economist 


TOKYO, April 20, (AP): Japan's 
economy has taken off on one of 
the biggest booms in the past five 
years, surprising many econ- 
omists who only last year were 
predicting a recession. 

Economists say the boom will 
continue on for at least two more 
years, adding that the govern- 
ment’s predictions for a 3.75-per 
cent growth in gross national 
product annually for the next five 
years is probably too con- 
servative. 

During the past ! I months, 
manufacturing output shot up 14 
percent, a figure that took twice 
as long to achieve during the 
boom years of lhe.l970s. accord- 
ing to economists^ 

Forecasts for this year. 
prepared by the Merrill Lynch 
Investment Finn, say that if the 
economy continues at its present 
pace: 

• The gross national 
product will grow at 5 per cent; 

• corporate profits will 
grow by about 1 8 per cent; 

• retail sales will grow at an 
annual rate of 1 3.8 per cent. 

“The speed of Japan's 
recovery has surprised most 
commentators. This is really a 
remarkable pace,” said Rich 
Jerran, an economist for the 
Kleinwort Ben son investment 


firm. “The domestic economy is 
roaring.” 

The finance ministry says cor- 
porate profits were up 38.1 per 
cent in the fourth quarter of last 
year, overall profits for 1987 
were up 27.2 per cent over the 
previous year. And, according to 
the prime minister's office, 
household savings were up 1 1 .8 
per cent for the past year. Infla- 
tion-adjusted consumer spend- 
ing rose a near-record 5.8. per 
cent in February atone, second 
only to a 5.9 per cent rise recor- 
ded in November 1975. 

William P. Sterling, senior 
economist for Merrill Lynch in 
Tokyo, said Japan had enough 
growth in 1 987 to -keep the econ- 
omic boom rolling for the rest of 
this year. 

“This should be good news to 
the United States and other 
countries that trade with Japan,” 
Sterling said. “This makes Japan 
the market of choice for any 
country with goods lo sell.” 

Sterling said declines in 
exports because of the rising yen 
bad a cooling effect in 1986, but 
that only 17 per cent of japan's 
GNP was affected. 

The other 83 per cent is not 
exports, and that did very well." 
he said. 

Steriingsaid the current boom 


is the besi in the past four or five 
years, although the officially 
projected GNP growth rate of 
3.75 per cent is low compared to 
the 8 to 10 per cent a year Japan 
achieved during the 1960s and 
part or the 1970s. 

“This growth cycle could be a 
strong and a long one,” he said. 

Just last May. economists 
were saying Japan was headed 
for an economic downturn, with 
the yen rising rapidly and driving 
up prices for its export-driven 
economy. 

Industrial production fell toils 
lowest in years, and the unem- 
ploymenl m te rose to a record 3.2 
per cent. Japan's unemployment 
rate is artificially low, because of 
the armed forces and people who 
work more than one hour during 
the last week of the month are 
counted us employed. 

“1 think the turning point 
came in 1986, when the yen was 
strongagainst ihedollar,” Jerran 
said. 

“There was a lot of pressure to 
stop the yen from going up. 
Japan achieved this by cutting 
interest rales, fuelling a domestic 
housing boom that contributed 
about one-third of the GNP 
growth.” 

Jerran said the government 
also injected 6 trillion yen ($48 


billion) into the economy, 
through public works spending 
and lax cuts. 

At q news conference yester- 
day. Bank of Japan Governor 
Satoshi Sumita said he was 
pleased with the economy's per- 
formance, and said one of his 
biggest concerns now is main- 
taining stability. 

He attributed the recent 
growth to increased persona! 
consumption, housing invest- 
ment and capital investments. 1 
and said the growth is unlikely to 
be undermined unless the yen 
appreciates suddenly, or there is 
a rapid rise in prices. 

If there is a downside to the 
Japanese economy, it appears to 
be in housing starts and the 
relative prosperity Japan has 
been enjoying for the past year. 
Economists say things have been 
so good, there is bound to be a 
slowdown. 

The cost of housing has rea- 
ched the point where it lakes 
eight years of a worker's gross 
income to purchase a small con- 
dominium. which costs about 
5500,000. Four years is con- 
sidered normal in most other 
countries. 

Also, few of the benefits of the 
strong economy have trickled 
down to the consumer. 


Operations of foreign banks in India 


Government to strengthen capital base 


WITH a share of 0.2 per cent in 
the branch network, 3.6 per cent 
in the working funds, foreign 
banks account for whopping 27 
per cent of the total published 
profits of Indian commercial 
banks. While Indian banks are 
roughing it out in turbulent 
waters or social banking, the 
Indian branches of foreign banks 
are sailing in placid climes ofbigh 
profit elite banking, according to 
Financial Express. 

The profitability ofjndian 
banks has been ebbing since the 
last two decades. At the same 
time there has been a meteoric 
rise in the profitability of Indian 
branches of foreign banks. In 
their own countries and else- 
where, most of these banks have 
suffered heavy loan losses. 

Network 

The profits oflndian branches 
have in fact zoomed during 1986 
for which the published results 
are available. For instance, the 
profit of Standard Chartered 
Bank jumped from Rs 1.90 
crores in 1985 to almost Rs 9 
crores in 1986. Similarly, profits 
of BCC1 have soared from Rs 2 
crores in 1985toRs8.80croresio 
1986. 

At present, 20 foreign banks 
are operating through a network 
of 135 branches in 17 cities of 
India. Besides there are around 
16 representative offices. In 
terms of deposits, these account 
for a measly six per cent. But 
when it comes to profit, they con- 
stitute more than 50 per cent of 


the aggregate published profit of 
nationalised banks. During 
1986. foreign banks earned a 
published aggregate profit of Rs 
70 crores (Rs 36 crores in 1985) 
while the figure for nationalised 
banks was only Rs 150 crores 
(approximately). This speaks for 
the contrasting priorities of 
foreign and Indian banks. 

Though profits published or 
otherwise, arc no adequate 
measure of the performance of 
the banks, Indian banks shoul- 
der responsibilities much beyond 
the immediate operational 
horizons. They are involved in 
the vigorous implementation of 
non- visible social objectives, 
spread of banking to rural areas, 
poverty alleviation programmes 
and the like. 

The social orientation and len- 
dings have been in fact, an 
enigma with Indian banks. 

Objectives 

The rapid acceleration of rural 
branch network has been an 
obsession with Indian banks for 
almost two decades. These 
achievements cannot be 
overlooked and have few 
parallels elsewhere in the world. 
They are the very basic objectives 
of nationalisation. 

At the same time, these do not 
place a taboo on the pursuit of 
profitable activities. But Indian 
banks abandon, as they have 
done, these profitable avenues to 
the exclusive domain of Indian 
branches of foreign banks. To 
tide over. Indian banks have to

US stock market allowed 
operations in London 

LONDON, April 20, (Reuter): Britain gave permission yester- 
day for the first foreign stock market to operate in London's 
financial district alongside established British institutions. Stock 
market analysts said the move, resisted by some members of the 
London Stock Exchange, was likely to be seen by financial 
markets as a milestone in the globalisation of securities trading- 
The Department of Trade and Industry said in a statement it was 
granting the US-based Nasdaq Cqppany, an electronic share- 
dealing system, full legal rights to operate as an overseas invest- 
ment exchange in London. Nasdaq, which has the world's third- 
largest securities market turnover behind the New York and 
Tokyo exchanges, said the go-ahead meant British-based dealers 
could trade directly with their US counterparts. Until yesterday 
British brokers had to use members of Nasdaq (the National 
Association of Securities Dealers Automated Quotations) who 
were based in the United States to execute orders. 

The new link allows London market-makers to enter q notes for 
Some 350 securities on Nasdaq. London Stock Exchange chair- 
man Sir Nicholas Goodison said he was not alarmed by the 
decision to allow Nasdaq to operate. “It's no reason for the 
international (London) stock exchange to be alarmed or resent- 
ful. We are neither,” he said In a statement. Corporate Affairs 
Minister Francis Maudesaid be was very pleased by the approval. 

“We attach great significance to the desire of overseas stock 
exchanges to operate In. the UK because it emphasises the 
importance of the City of London « we now have operating here 
two of the world's four largest stock markets,” be said. Joseph 
Hardiman, president of the US National Association of 
Securities Dealers, said be intended to encourage more European 
companies to list their shares on Nasdaq. “Nasdaq's electronic 
market has effectively been extended across the Atlantic Ocean,” 
he told a news conference earlier. 

Frenchman on trial in Norway 
for family share deals 

OSLO, April 20, (Renter): A former top share dealer at Nor- 
way's biggest bank went on trial yesterday accused of illegally 
using bank .funds to play world stocks markets on behalf of 
members of his family. Frenchman Philippe Hecker, 37, denied 
charges oo the first day ofhis trial that be seriously breached the 
economic bust of Den Norske Credi thank (DNC). The charge 
carries a maximum penalty of six years. Hecker is accused of 
speculating in the name of his mother and sister-in-law, making 
unauthorised transactions in their name with 1.25 billion crowns 
($200 million) of the bank’s money. He also denied a charge that 
be exceeded his authorisation when buying shares worth 63 
milli on cmwns ($10 million) in another Norwegian bank. “DNC 
estimates its loss on Heckeris transactions to be about 82 million 
crowns ($133 million),” DNC spokesman Leif Nyboe told 
Reuters. DNC, which lost about 885 million crowns ($145 
million) on share trading last year, asked pofice to press criminal 
charges against Hecker after he was dismissed from his job last 
November. Hecker, who (ms lost 20 kilos (44 lb) since his 
imprisonment last November, gave his occupation as actor when 
be appeared in court for the trial, which is expected to last two 
weeks.

Economist calls for more 
financial leeway in Estonia 


MOSCOW. April 20, (Reuter): 
An economist has called for the 
Soviet Baltic Republic of Estonia 
to become more independent of 
Moscow in conducting its econ- 
omy. 

Writing in the April 17 edition 
of the daily Sovietskaya Estonia, 
which reached Moscow yester- 
day. Edgar Savisaar said the 
republic suffered from too much 
central planning and should 
decide for itself what to buy and 
sell on purely economic terms. 

Urging the extension of a sys- 
tem of self-accounting in indus- 
try to the whole of Estonia, he 
said the republic should be “fully 
responsible for the economic 
development of the region." 

Savisaar is a senior light indus- 
try official who until recently 
worked on forward planning for 
the republic's state planning 
committee Gosplan. 

Potential 

“Under the control of the 
republic should go the whole 
economic potential of Estonia 
including enterprises currently 
subordinated to all-union minis- 
tries." he said. 

Until recently, it would have 
been unthinkable for such a sug- 
gestion. made before only by dis- 
sidents. to appear in an official 
publication. 

But earlier this month the 
leaders of Estonia's official cul- 


tural unions issued a bold warn- 
ing to the Kremlin that national 
tensions were building up 
because Moscow controlled the 
affairs of the Soviet Union's 15 
republics too rigidly. 

Pact 

Along with neighbouring 
Latvia and Lithuania, the once- 
independent Republic of Estonia 
was incorporated into the Soviet 
Union under the terms of a secret 
pact made with Nazi Germany in 
1939. 

The Baltic states are far more 
efficient than other parts of the 
Soviet Union and many man- 
agers- there resent having to sell 
their well-made products to 
other republics instead of to'their 
own people. 

They also object to being for- 
ced by central planners to buy 
unwanted items from less 
efficient republics. 

System 

The model for economic 
autonomy proposed by Savisaar 
is the system of self-accounting 
introduced into Soviet industry 
earlier this year. 

Under the system, the 
majority of Soviet factories are 
supposed to organise their own 
finances and, when they have ful- 
filled state orders, they are all- 
owed to conclude their own con- 
tracts.

Exchange rate stability will help boost growth 


How strong sterling hits business 


THE first rule of management is: 
“If it ain't broke, don’t fix it.” 
This applies just as well to the 
management of the economy as 
to a company. 

The relative stability of ster- 
ling against the mark until the 
beginning of March, moving in a 
narrow range — DM2.95- 
DM3.00 — for almost a year, 
was accompanied by low infla- 
tion; the highest rate ofeconomic 
growth since 1973; rapid rises in 
manufacturing output, up by 5.5 
per cent in 1987, ana in manufac- 
turing productivity, up by 7 per 
cent, according to the Times. 

In the past month, this policy 
of sterling stability has been 
called into question. There is a 
strong perceived risk of inflation, 
interest rates, which are set “so 
as to maintain downward pres- 
sure on inflation” were five per- 
centage points higher than in 
West Germany and two percen- 
tage points more than in the 
United Slates.

This is not to say we are com- 
placent about inflation. The 
Confederation of British Indus- 
try has always shared the view of 
both the Prime Minister and the 
Chancellor that the defeat of 
inflation must be paramount in 
government economic policy. 

Increases 


Strength 

The resulting strength of the 
pound is not helping British 
businesses to sell their products 
and services in intensely com- 
petitive world markets. Sterling 
has appreciated by 4.5 per cent in 
as many weeks. If this strength in 
the pound is sustained, manufac- 
turers face either reduced sales 
because their competitors' prides 
are cheaper, or reduced profits if 
they attempt to hold their own 
prices at a competitive level. For 
an exporter operating on a mar- 
gin of IS per cent, this means a 


And we have continued to 
emphasise to member companies 
that wage increases must be paid 
for by unproved productivity 
and performance. 

But the fear of resurgent infla- 
tion must be set in context: the 
retail price index has been at 3.3 
per cent for two months running 
— its lowest level for well over a 
yean the Chancellor himself, in 
his budget speech, forecast that 
inflation was unlikely to exceed 4 
per cent this year; pay set- 
tlements in manufacturing are 
averaging about 5.5 per cent 
whereas productivity has 
increased over the past year by 
nearly 7 percent. 

True, earnings. — after allow- 
ing for overtime and bonus 
payments — have increased by 
8.5 per cent, but even this, when 
compared with the productivity, 
indicates only a small rise in fac- 
tory gate prices. 

Although the latest CB1 
Industrial Trends Survey shows 
that both orders and output are 
continuing at a very high level, 
fears that the economy might be 
overheating are unlikely to be 
realised. 


The continued severity of 
competition in home and export 
markets is reflected in a weaken- 
ing of expectations of price 
increases. Both output and slock 
levels are keeping up with 
demand as companies invest to ' 
ensure they have sufficient 
capacity to meet orders. 

Keeping the pound stable 
against a low-inflation currency 
such as the mark is, in itself, an 
anti-inflationary discipline. It 
makes dear that increases in 
domestic ■ costs relative to our 
competitors will not be accom- 
■ modated by exchange rate 
depreciation. 

Stability 

This policy also gave business 
what it needed — sterling 
stability at a reasonably com- 
petitive rate, particularly against 
other European currencies. The 
CBl's survey of the impact of 
monetary policy on business, 
published last year, showed that 
companies wanted stable 
exchange rates even at the 
expense of rn ore frequen i interest 
rate changes. This view also 
underlies the CBl’s commitment 
to membership of the exchange 
rate mechanism of the European 
Monetary System. 

The breaching of the DM3 
level has created uncertainty 
about whether this policy would 
continue. The experience ofWest 
Germany and Japan shows that a 
strong currency can be 
' associated with a strong econ- 
omy. But we cannot put the cart 
before the horse. The recovery of 


British industry is not yet secure. 

First, there is a considerable 
investment gap — in training, 
research ana development and 
new plant and equipment — bet- 
ween Britain and her leading 
competitors. The scale of the 
extra investment needed to 
match West Germany, for exam- 
ple, is considerable — in the 
order of £10 a household week. 

. Indeed, unless British com- 
panies are able to dose this gap 
our competitiveness will be 
impaired, which could bring 
about exactly the decliue.in ster- 
ling that the Chancellor's anti- 
inflationary strategy is designed 
to avoid. 

But to invest, companies need 
both the incentive and the 
resources to do so. This will not 
be forthcoming unless the 
stability of the pound against our 
leading competitors is main- 
tained. 

Secondly, British companies 
need to develop their export 
strategy to meet the challenge of 
1992 and the creation ofthe-siri- 
gle European market. Penetrat- 
ing new markets requires a sig- 
nificant investment of time and 
resources. Over the past few 
years British manufacturers have 
halted — and started to reverse 
— the decline in their share of 
world trade. 

It will be a pity if the progress 
British industry has made over 
the past year to securing a long- 
term future in Europe is set back 
by the uncertainty created over 
die last month. 


Going bust in Texas real estate 


AUSTIN, Texas, April 20, 
(UPI): Back in the heady days of 
the Texas real estate, developer 
and custom homebuilder John 
Lloyd drove a Mercedes, sported 
a $10,000 Rolex, threw lavish 
parties and spent six-week vaca- 
tions in Europe. 

T oday, Lloyd drives a jeep and 
wears a $19.95 Timex watch 
while struggling to avoid the fate 
of such noted bankrupt Texans 
as former governor John Con- 
□aliy, heart surgeon Denton 
Cooley and oilman Eddie Chiles. 

“if Willie Nelson files for 
chapter 1 1. 1 think a lot of people 
will go out and hang them- 
selves,” he joked during an 
interview. 

Steamship 

Lloyd, 41, who says he made 
enough money during Uie early 
1 980s to retire “1 5 times over,” is 
regularly advised by his lawyer to 
declare bankruptcy, but he res- 
ists, believing good times are just 
around the corner. 

“It's kinda like playing mon- 


opoly," he said. “I don’t mind 
turning all my properties oyer 
and I don't even mind swapping 
them to the other guys playjng, 
but I don’t want to drop my litUe 
steamship in the box. 

“If I can just sit there and get 
the chance to pass go now and 
then, I feel pretty optimistic I can 
rock 'n roll." 

Assets 

Lloyd, one of the largest land- 
owners in Austin with more than 
5,000 acres of prime Presidential 
sites north and west of the Texas 
capita], was forced to develop a 
survival strategy in 1987 when a 
bank called a $3.5 million note. 
With 90 days to pay off the loan, 
Lloyd began advertising residen- 
tial lots for half price. He paid off 
the bank within two weeks. 

“Things are bad,- but they’ve 
got to be worth more Lhan 50 
cents on thedollar," he said. “We 
said let's jump out ahead — we're 
going to sell something so cheap 
that nobody will dispuLe Uie fact 
that it’s a helluva deal.” 


The Coon Rapids, Iowa, 
native, who estimates his assets 
at 5200 million and debt at SI 70 
million, is still using the discount 
plan to sell about $1 million 
worth of land a month. 

By liquidating his assets and 
generating a cash flow, Lloyd has 
been able to hold his creditors at 
bay while be waits for the econ- 
omy to turn. 

“I'm like an airplane trying to 
get across the ocean before the 
fuel runs out," he quips. “I’m 
tossing out the luggage, the extra 
seals, anything that will help me 
make it to (and." 

Deal 

The architect-turned-develop- 
er. whose fancy hill country 
homes are a major status symbol, 
admits that greed prompted the 
downfall of many in Texas real 
estate and has led him to the 
brink of financial disaster. 

“People just went nuts," he 
says. “There was always another 
deal to do and it was so easy." 

Once dubbed 'king of the hill 
country' — an area of east Texas 


centered on Austin — Lloyd 
recalls a party in 1983 at which he 
and three other investors 'flip- 
ped' (or traded) 42 lots, and ne 
wound up pockeUng $420,000. 

“1 got a call a couple of weeks 
later and they said, 'hey, we’re 
closing this deal. How do you 
want your check made out'?" he 
said. “So I made $420,000, never 
paid a nickel, never signed my 
name to a single piece of paper, 
never even shook anybody's 
hand. That's the way deals were 
done." 

But in his single largest deal on 
a land flip, Lloyd said he earned 
$7 million in 1984 on an 800-acre 
site. 

**We bought it for $7,000 an 
acre and then we turned around 
and sold it to NPC (Nash- 
Phillips-Copus) and made about 
$7 million and neverput a nickle 
in it," he said. “The day we 
bought it, we had a chance to sell 
it and make $17 million, but my 
partner felt like it was worth 
more."

BEUING, April 20. (Reuter): 
Widespread panic buying and 
hoarding in reaction to the worst 
bout of inflation in China since 
the Communists came to power 
in 1949 has cleaned .out some 
shops, forcing them to close. 

* ‘The national press today gave 
the sombre statistics about infla- 
tion in the first quarter — vegeta- 
ble prices in major cities rose 49 
per cent, with prices of non- 
essential foodstuffs up more than 
24 per cent. This despite official 
pledges to keep price rises below 
10 percent. 

The official China Consumer 
Daily this week reported panic 
buying in several provinces with 
consumer fearing worse, rises 
ahead. Some shops have been 
cleaned out and been forced to 
close, it said. 

In cities in Hunan province in 
southern China people queued to 
buy washing powder, soap, 
toothpaste, towels and blankets 
until stocks ran out, with others 
buying 250 kg (550 pounds) of 
rice at one time. 

Sales 

A shop in Yancheng in Jiangsu 
last month sold more than 10,000 
yuan ($2,700) worth of soap in 
one day, against average sales of 
400 yuan ($110). In Jiangxi, 
stocks of soap, washing powder 
and even toilet paper ran out 
quickly. 

The newspaper blamed panic 
buying on widespread fears of 
still higher prices and hoarding 
by shops and pedlars trying to 
exploit the situation.

Reagan policies blamed for 
drop in US econpi|Tiic^asit!Q.p 


WASHINGTON, April 20, 
(AP): The United States’ econ- 
omic position in the world has 
declined because of policies 
adopted during Republican 
President- Ronald Reagan's 
administration. - the Joint Econ- 
omic Committee of Congress 
reported today. 

The committee, chaired by a 
Democrat, Senator Paul S. Sar- 
banes, said in its annual report 
that the Reagan policies:

• “produced an overvalued 
dollar and high real interest 
rates, encouraging investment 
and production abroad relative

• and “failed to support coor- 
dinated international actions to 
improve economic performance 
among industrial countries, to 
resolve the Third World debt 
problem, or to share more 
equitably the burden of main- 
taining international security.” 

However, a minority report by 


the committee's Republicans 
called the US economy “the envy 
of the world." It suggested that 
world foreign exchange markets 
and not trade^etemune the price 
of the dollar.’ ... '2 

“Demand for dollar assets was 
particularly stTOU g~durmg the 
1980s and US interest rates... 
were high because the American 
economy was characterised by 
stronggrowth, lowinflation, and 
an improved taxation climate,” 
said the Republicans.

Dutch discuss new agency for securities 




AMSTERDAM, April 20: The 
Dutch goveramentaod thecoun- 
try’s three securities exchanges 
are holding talks over the forma- 
tion of an independent 
regulatory body to oversee 
securities trading in the Neth- 
erlands, according to the Wall 
Street Journal. 

The contemplated agency 
could be in place by October or 
November, T.E. Westerterp, 
managing director of the Ams- 
terdam-based European - 
Options Exchange said. Wester- 
terp, who has been a party to 
negotiations on the plan, said the 
EOE, (he Amsterdam Stock 
Exchange and the Amsterdam 
Financial Futures Market have 
already agreed to the creation of 
the new agency. 

Preparations 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for 
the Dutch Finance Ministry said 
it was “premature” to comment 
on the contemplated oversight 
panel because the government 
and the exchanges still are tied up 
in negotiations over iL A spokes- 
man for the Amsterdam Stock 
Exchange also said he couldn't 
comment. 

But Westerterp said prepara- 
tions for the new agency are near- 


ing completion. He said the for- 
mation of the yet-unnamed 
agency would be a step in the 
direction of an expected over- 
haul of the 74-year-old Dutch 
Securities Oversight Act, which 
he characterised as outdated and 
ill-equipped to respond to 
rapidly evolving international 
financial instruments and mark- 
ets. 

The Finance Ministry spokes- 
man confirmed that the govern- 
ment is changing the 1914 
Securities Act, but he wouldn’t 
comment further. Westerterp 
said revamped securities rules 
could be passed by parliament 
within a year to 1 8 months. 

Responsible 

Neither hs nor the Finance 
Ministry spokesman could detail 
what the new rules will entail. 

The EOE official said the 
proposed agency initially would 
be responsible to the Finance 
Ministry, which now oversees 
the Dutch securities industry. 
Once the 1914 Securities Act is 
overhauled, the agency could 
become a statutory arm of the 
state, he added. 

Westerterp said the new over- 
sight body would establish 


industry guidelines under which 
the three current exchanges 
would operate. Day-to-day man- 
agement of their respective 
markets, however, would be 
retained by the exchanges, as 
would the right to set trading 
rules. The exchanges' regula- 
tions and behaviour would have 
to comply with the directives of 
the oversight agency, however, 
Westerterp added. 

Some of theareas to be superv- 
ised by the agency would include 
criteria for exchange listings and 
limits on the size of operators' 
trading positions. The new 
agency also would be responsible 
for behaviour of the exchanges in 
extraordinary market situations. 

Westerterp said that once the 
oversight body is established, its 
regulatory powers would be 
expanded to include the Amster- 
dam commodities futures 
market, which won't initially be . 
covered. 

That move would allow the 
Netherlands to avoid the 
problem that exists in the US 
where there is an overlap of 
power between the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the 
Commodities Futures* Trading 
Commission.

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LENDL BACK ON COURT AFTER TWO MONTHS 


Becker and Sanchez upset in Open 


MONTE CARLO. April 20. 
(Reuter): Boris Becker tumbled 
out of the Monte Carlo Open in 
his first match for the second suc- 
cessive year yesterday, a victimof 
competent Czechoslovak 
Marian Vajda and problems of 
concentration in his adopted 
Mediterranean home. 

Vajda stopped a late revival by 
the former Wimbledon cham- 
pion, who rallied to square the 
match after all had seemed lost in 
the second set, but crumbled in 
the third to lose their second 
round contest 6-3 5-76-1. 

Sweden's Joakim Nysirom. 
Monte Carlo champion in 1986, 
reached the third round with a 6- 
3 7-6 victory ovct Michiel 
Schapers of the Netherlands 
along with compatriot Ulf Sien- 
lund, a semi/tnaiisi last year, and 
Frenchman Henri Leconte, vic- 
tor of the Nice Open last Sunday. 

Exit 

But eighth-seeded Emilio San- 
chez of Spain passed through the 
exit door like third seed Becker, 
beaten 6-3 6-3 by the West Ger- 
man’s compatriot Tore Mein- 
ecke. 

Becker, bundled out in 
straight sets by American Jimmy 
Arias last year, looked destined 
for a similarly rapid eclipse when 
Vajda swept to a 4-1 lead in the 
second seL with two service 
breaks and moved to within two 
points of victory at 5-4. 

But Becker turned the match 
round, reeling off five straight 
games to take the second set and 
a 1-0 lead in the decisive third as 
he began to hit the ball with more 
of his customary vigour and 
stemmed a flow of errors. 



Lendl: wins doubles match 

Vajda, however, refused to be 
overrun, patiently pieced back 
together the solid game which 
had worked sowell until Becker's 
revival, and denied the new 
World Championship Tennis 
(WCT) tournament victor a sin- 
gle game more. 

Becker, who showed his frus- 


tration in several angry outbur- 
sts. said the demands of Monte 
Carlo had made it hard to con- 
centrate. 

“The problem was I had to do 
so many things here.” he said, lis- 
ting contractual demands, press 
interviews and attending the 
draw among them. 


“I was playing tennis but my 
mind wasn't so much there. My 
forehand wasn't good. The guy 
played very well, but it's more in 
my mind than his playing... 1 just 
couldn't get my game together.” 

Vajda. ranked 42nd in the 
world, revealed afterwards that 
he had suffered stomach trouble 
two days ago and had been sick 
all night before Monday's first 
round match against Australian 
Mark Woodforde. 

“Boris didn't play a tactical 
game. 1 played a little better tac- 
tically. I was more patient in the 
rallies, maybe that's the reason I 
won.” he said. 

“I fell I could hit the ball 100 
times over the net and I couldn't 
miss ... Boris is a typical grass- 
court and hardcourt player. It's 
difficult for him.” 

Becker said he lacked practice 
on clay. “You really have to have 
a couple of matches under your 
belt to fight it ouL My ground- 
strokes were very bad. The lon- 
ger the rallies were, the worse I 
played. 

“My natural game is serve and 
volley and finish in two points. 
Here it lakes a bit longer." 

Mednwhile. world number 
one Ivan Lendl, sidelined two 
months by injury, returned to the 
Grand Prix tennis circuit yester- 
day with a doubles win in the 
Open and declared no ill effects 
alter the outing. 

Lendl and French partner 
Henri Leconte, defeated Lendl's 
Czechoslovak compatriots Stan- 
islav Birner and Jaro Navratil 6-3 
6-4 in a first round match sprink- 
led by rain. 

“It was okay. I enjoyed it but it 


was hard. It was raining a little 
but it was better than nothing,” 
Lendl said, adding that he felt 
better still after a massage. 

Lendl had not played on the 
Grand Prix circuit since he was 
beaten early in the Philadelphia 
tournament by Australian John 
Fitzgerald on February 23. 

A stress fracture on a bone 
under his right big toe was later 
diagnosed. “Not everybody has 
that bone, bat they think 
sometimes it develops and then 
calcifies,” he said. 

He said his foot felt good and 
he had no physical or psy- 
chological problems. “It’s just 

S to be a question of playing 
es.” 

Asked how long he expected it 
would take lo get back into form, 
be replied: “Maybe one set. 
maybe three weeks. You never 
know. It depends on luck a little 
bit also.” 

Eroded 

The reigning French and US 
Open champion has seen his lead 
at the top of the work! rankings 
eroded in his absence by 
Sweden's Mats Wilander. but 
believes the lay-off might prove a 
benefit. 

“It may have helped me in the 
long run. I had the same rest last 
year because of knee surgery. 1 
came back and played really well. 
1 haven't scaled down my goals at 
all. I'U just try to win as many 
tournaments as I can.” 

Lendl, playing in Monte Carlo 
for the first time since he won the 
title in 1985. enters the singles 
fray this evening against Swedish 
qualifier Christian Bergstrom, 
ranked 92nd in the world. 


Everton struggle past Coventry 



LONDON, April 20. ( AP): Engl- 
ish soccer champions Everton, 
who were set to lose their title to 
Liverpool this evening, gained 
some consolation yesterday with 
-a 2-1 -victory at Coventry City, 
‘last season’s ‘FA (Football 
Association) Cup winners. 

In other First Division games, 
F.A. Cup finalist Wimbledon 
grabbed a late equaliser to tie2-2 
with struggling Portsmouth, vir- 
tually doomed Watford tied 1-1 
with Newcastle United and 
Luton Town edged Queens Park 
Rangers 2-1.

Salov has 9.5 points out of 15 
with one game remaining, while 
Karpov has two more to play. 

English grandmaster -John 
Nunn moved within striking dis- 
tance of the Soviets after demoli- 
shing Belgian international mas- 
ter Luc Winants in 27 moves. 

Nunn had 8.5 points out of 13 
and an unfinished game with 
Dutch grandmaster Jan Timman 
which is expected to end in a 
draw. 

Kaipov is likely to defeat tail- 
ender Winants in the 1 6th and 
penultiamte round this evening, 
grandmaster said. 

"If Karpov defeats Winants, 
he will only need a draw in the 
final round to be sure of first 


place. The big fight is going to be 
between and Salov for second;” 
commented Bjarke Kristensen, a 
Danish international master. 

The tournament is the first of 
six competitions spread over two 
years involving the world's top 
25 players. 

Organised by the Grandma- 
sters' Association and featuring 
a total prize fund of SI -2 million, 
each grandmaster will compete 
in four events. 

The player with the best three 
scores will be declared world 
tournament champion by the 
association.

The game between fourth 
placed Alexander Beliavsky and 
Ljubomir Ljubojevic of 
Yugoslavia ended in a draw as 
did the encounter between 
Yugoslav grandmaster Predrag 
Nikolic and Mikhail Tal of the 
Soviet Union.

BOSTON, April 20, (Reuter): 
Kenyan Ibrahim Hussein's 
dramatic victory in the BosLon 
marathon was a vivid illustration 
of the recent dominance of 
African athletes in one of run- 
ning’s most gruelU rig events. 

Hussein, who on Monday 
became the first African to win 
the world's oldest marathon in its 
92 year history, achieved the 
same milestone in the New York 
marathon five months earlier. 
On Sunday, another African. 
Belaney Densimo of Ethiopia, 
set a world record for the 
marathon in Rotterdam. 

“I don’t see a non-African rith- 
lete winning a major world 
marathon for the next few 
years,” said Fred Lebow, 
president of the New York run- 
ning club, afier the Boston race. 

Success 

Lebow told Reuters that 
motivation seems to have a lot to 
do with their success in the 26- 
mile, 385-yard event. 

"Africans seem to need the 
honour of winning more than 
other athletes," Lebow said. 

The 29-year-old Hussein, a 
former steeplechaser at. the 
University of New Mexico, has 
now won his last three marath- 
ons. His New York win in 
November was followed six 
weeks later by this third straight 
victory in the Honolulu 
marathon. 

This was Hussein’s first 


attempt at Boston and he won it 
with a dramatic surge near the 
finish, beating Juma Ikangaa of 
Tanzania by only one second, the 
closest finish in the history ofthe 
race. 

Hussein's time of two hours 
eight minutes 43 seconds was 
also the second fastest time for 
the race. The course record of 
2:07:51 was set by Australia's " 
Rob de Castella in 1 986. 

Many of the world’s top run- 
ners competed in this year’s Bos- 
ton marathon, which was the 
Olympic qualifying trials for 
Finland. Tanzania and Kenya. 

Hussein and Ikangaa, 28, the 
premier Africans in the race, led 
the pack from the eight mile 
markon. 

in the last 100 yards, Ikangaa 
moved ahead and looked like the 
sure winner until Hussein kicked 
ahead to victoiy. ' 

“I like to make history," said 


the delighted Hussein after the 
race. “I think this will convince a 


lot of people that I can win even if 
it is a close race.” 

There may be little question in 
anyone's mind after this week 
that an African runner can win a 
marathon under any condition. 

Densimo. who has been com- 
peting in marathons for only 
three years, overcame the 92 per 
cent humidity in Rotterdam on 
Sunday to set a world record of 
2:06:50, bettering the record of 
2:07:12 set by Carlo Lopes of 


Portugal on the same course 
three years ago. 

“I am not even tired," said 
Densimo, who Was also celebrat- 
ing his second consecutive vic- 
tory in Rotterdam. 

Another African, Ahmed 
Saleh of Djibouti, took second 
place at Rotterdam and also 
broke Lopes' record with a time 
of 2:07: 12. 

Densimo's time was the first 
marathon record set by an 
African since 1964, when Abebe 
Bikila of Ethiopia ran the Tokyo 
marathon in 2: 1 2: 1 2. 

Since Bikila, although African 
runners dominated other ath- 
letics disciplines, they were rarely 
the first to cross the finish line in 
marathons. 

Guaranteed 

Lebow said that in the last 
several years "greater emphasis 
has been placed on marathon 
training in Africa, and the 
environment there is almost 
guaranteed.to give African run- 
ners an edge. j 

“They are training at a very 
high altitudes, they are eating a 
lot of grains," said Lebow. “We 
have to assume that the eleva- 
tion, the diet has a lot to do with 
it." 

Lebow said he was par- 
ticularly impressed with Hussein 
and Ikangaa. “They are both 
very smart. They are two of the 
smartest runners I have ever 
seen."
